To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Caerphilly  Uuban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
I herewith  beg  to  submit  an  abbreviated  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1942. 

As  the  report  for  1941  was  not  fully  comprehensive,  so  is 
the  one  for  1942,  but  all  details  remain  available  for  a complete 
survey  of  the  whole  war  period. 

On  ground  of  national  security  the  Registrar-General  has 
requested  that  complete  tables  of  local  populations,  or  quotations 
from  the  figures  supplied  by  him,  which  may  enable  any  substantial 
series  of  local  population  to  be  reconstructed,  should  be  omitted 
from  the  Annual  Report.  Further,  no  reference  may  be  made  to 
the  activities  in  connection  with  war-time  industrial,  military,  or 
other  important  developments  in  the  area.  Hence  the  only 
statistics  to  be  found  in  the  report  for  this  year  are  the  actual 
number  of  births,  deaths,  infantile  and  maternal  deaths  ; number 
of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  and  their  fatality  rates. 

During  the  year  a War-time  Nursery  was  opened  at  the  Council 
premises  in  Penyrheol,  and  was  well  attended.  Proposals  for  the 
opening  of  two  others  at  Senghenydd  and  Caerphilly  were  also 
dealt  with. 

A Government  Emergency  Hostel  for  difficult  children  was 
also  opened  at  Senghenydd  House,  Caerphilly,  but  this  was  later 
transferred  to  the  Powell  Duffryn  Offices,  Senghenydd. 

I again  express  my  thanks  to  the  whole  of  the  Public  Health 
Staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

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GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


(a) .  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  and  City  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff 
continued  to  serve  the  area  during  the  year.  The  examination  of 
diphtheria  swabs,  crebro-spinal  fluid,  virulence  tests  and  examina- 
tion of  milk  and  water  samples  comprised  most  of  the  work 
submitted.  The  total  cost  of  this  service  was  £84. 

(b)  . Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  position  is  as  reported  in  the  report  for  the  previous  year. 
The  cost  of  providing  ambulances  for  street  accidents  and  the 
conveying  of  maternity  cases  to  Cardiff  Rcyal  Infirmary,  Llwynypia 
Hospital,  and  Gwaunfarren  Maternity  Home  was  £22. 

(c) .  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  various  Nursing  Associations  employ  a trained  Nurse 
for  their  members,  and  the  position  is  as  in  previous  years. 

(d).  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics.

(e).  Hospitals— Public  and  Voluntary.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


(1).  Maternity  Services. 

These  remained  as  for  the  past  three  years,  with  the  attend- 
ances at  Ante-Natal  Clinics  still  showing  a slight  increase. 

There  were  58  deaths  of  children  under  one  year,  which  shows 
some  improvement  in  the  Infant  mortality  rate.  However,  the 
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infantile  mortality  rate  is  still  high.  Thirteen  of  these  cases  died 
m other  areas  after  transference  to  Hospitals,  etc.

The  number  of  Infant  deaths  shows  a marked  decrease  on 
the  preceding  year.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Broncho  Pneu- 
monia is  considerably  decreased,  but  - the  main  cause  of  Infantile 
Mortality  remains  prematurity,  which  causes  death  in  the  first 
three  weeks  of  life. 

It  would  appear  that  many  of  these  premature  babies  could 
be  saved  if  a baby  hospital  was  available.  Ten  hospital  beds 
reserved  for  this  purpose  would  red  uce  this  serious  cause  of  infantile 
deaths  to  negligible  proportions. 

I am  also  of  opinion  that  we  cannot  altogether  exclude  the 
use  of  noxious  drugs  as  abortifacients  in  causing  the  condition  of 
prematurity,  in  addition  to  damaging  the  maternal  health. 

A minor  fact  which  I would  like  to  bring  to  your  attention, 
that  there  were  three  deaths  from  congenital  heart  disease,  a high 
figure  for  the  number  of  births  in  your  area. 

Provision  of  Milk,  etc. 

As  the  Ministry  of  Food  deal  exclusively  with  the  issue  of 
I^'resh  Milk  to  expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  children  under 
five  years,  no  expenditure  in  fresh  milk  was  incurred  during  the 
year.  The  Ministry  of  Food  also  provide  Dried  Infant  Food,  but 
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it  does"  happen  that  this  food  is  not  nniversally  suitable  for  all 
infants,  and  the  Council  continue  to  supply  an  alternative  choice. 
Arrangements  are  made  whereby  the  Ministry  of  Food  sell  and 
issue  their  dried  food  at  the  same  clinics  and  time  as  the  Council. 
Food  stuffs  such  as  Horlicks’  Malted  Milk,  Virol,  Ovaltine,  are 
also  available  and  these  have  been  of  great  value  to  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers.  Simple  medicines  are  supplied  free  of 
charge. 

Dental  Treatment. 

Dental  treatment  for  expectant  mothers  and  children  under 
five  years  was  provided  by  arrangement  with  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.  The  provision  of 
dentures  for  expectant  mothers  is  free  if  the  resources  of  the  home 
are  within  the  Council  scale,  and  the  cost  to  the  Council  of  this 
service  was  £7. 

It  appears  that  the  County  Education  Committee  are  experi- 
encing staffing  difficulties  in  this  service,  and  the  Council  ma\^ 
well  have  to  provide  its  own  dental  service  for  expectant  mothers 
and  children  under  five  years  in  the  near  future. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Children  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment  are  seen  at  the 
school  orthopaedic  clinics  of  the  Education  Committee  of  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council.  Appliances  prescribed  are  obtained 
from  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff,  and  supplied  free  if  the 
income  of  the  home  warrants  it.  In  the  event  of  in-patient 
treatment  being  required,  the  child  is  admitted  to  this  hospital, 
and  all  maintenance  charges  borne  by  the  Council.  The  cost  of 
this  service  to  the  Council  in  the  year  under  review  for  the  Prince 
of  Wales  Hospital  was  £129,  a.nd  a considerable  proportion  of  this 
sum  was  spent  on  two  patients. 

The  County  Council  charge  7/6  per  case  dealt  with  at  their 
clinic  and  the  cost  of-  this  was  £25. 

Consultant  and  Hospital  Maternity  Facilities. 

During  the  year  14  cases  were  referred  for  consultation  to 
Prof.  Strachan  and  13  complicated  cases  were  admitted  to  Cardiff 
Royal  Infirmary  Maternity  Wards.  During  nine  months  of  this 
year  cases  were  admitted  to  Llanfrechfa  Grange,  but  in  the  last 
quarter  facilities  were  offered  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  at  Gwann- 
farren  Maternity  Home,  Merthyr.  This  had  been  opened  primarih^ 


for  evacuee  expectant  mothers,  but  the  Ministry  of  Health,  through 
the  Merthyr  Borough  Council,  were  prepared  to  admit  ordinary 
uncomplicated  cases  at  an  inclusive  charge  of  3/9  per  diem.  This 
immediately  met  a great  need.  Expectant  mothers  with  their 
husbands  in  the  Services  were  left  with  no-one  to  care  for  them 
during  this  period.  The  overcrowding  of  existing  houses  was 
rapidly  increasing,  home  helps  had  become  virtually  non-existent, 
and  for  the  sum  of  £2  18s.  9d.  an  expectant  mother  could  have 
proper  attention,  surroundings  and  treatment  in  a first-class 
maternity  home.  Increasing  advantage  was  taken  of  it  to  the 
great  advantage  of  all  concerned. 

The  Sub-Maternity  Committee  in  certain  circumstances 
arranged  for  these  facilities  to  be  provided  free,  but  in  the  great 
majority  of  cases  people  were  only  too  ready  to  pay  a charge  which 
was  within  the  reach  of  most.  May  this  be  a prelude  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  at  least  one  much  needed  service  in  the  post-war 
world  to  come. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  T.  H.  Stephens,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Merthyr,  for  the  great  help  he  has 
given  me  over  this  matter,  and  the  thanks  of  all  concerned  to  the 
Matron  and  staff  of  Gwaunfarren  Maternity  Home,  of  whom  there 
is  nothing  but  praise  from  officials  concerned  in  these  matters  and 
mothers  themselves. 

Several  cases  were  referred  to  Dr.  A.  J.  Watkins,  .the  specialist 
in  children’s  diseases,  and  this  is  proving  of  greater  value  as  time 
goes  on.  Many  children  have  been  saved  through  this  service, 
and  the  good  offices  rf  Dr.  Watkins  has  obtained  speedy  admission 
to  the  wards  of  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary,  with  definite  saving  of 
life. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinics. 

Staffing  difficulties  have  again  interfered  with  the  County 
Council  arrangement  for  this  work,  and  through  no  fault  of  the 
Education  Committee  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  have  facilities 
for  the  removal  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  A very  few  cases  have 
been  seen  at  Llwynypia  Hospital,  but  the  • demand  far  exceeds 
existing  arrangements. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to  consider  alternative 
arrangements,  preferably  through  the  Caerphilly  and  District 
Miners’  Hospital. 

Other  Services. 

Other  services  provided  by  the  Council,  under  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  are  Home  Helps,  treatment  of 
defective  vision,  and  X-Ray  facilities. 


GOVERNMENT  WAR-TIME  NURSERIES. 


Following  representations  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  the 
Council  decided  to  open  a part-time  Day  Nursery  at  the  clinic 
premises,  Penyrheol.  The  Nursery  was  opened  in  Januar^g  1942, 
and  the  Council  clinic  transferred  to  the  Labour  Hall,  Trecenydd. 
The  Nursery  opened  with  12  children  between  the  ages  of  2 and  5 
years,  and  during  the  year  this  number  increased  to  28. 

A further  full-time  Nursery  was  erected  at  Senghenydd  to 
accommodate  40  children  of  the  age  group  0 — 5 years.  This  has 
been  equipped  and  the  staff  appointed,  but  was  not  opened  in  the 
year  under  review. 

A further  project  to  open  a third  Nursery  at  Toii^delin  Chapel, 
in  Caerphilly  North  Ward,  was  undertaken  and  was  also  equipped 
during  this  year  but  not  opened. 


EVACUATION. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  were  in  great 
demand  by  evacuee  mothers  and  evacuee  children  under  5 years. 

A Government  Emergency  Hostel  was  also  opened.  This 
accommodated  20  children  suffering  from  Ereuresis  and  otherwise 
difficult  to  billet.  This  is  a purely  welfare  organisation,  but  on 
the  resignation  of  Miss  Morgan,  the  first  Matron,  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health  authorized  the  appointment  of  Miss  Owen  of  our  Isola- 
tion Hospital  to  supervise  the  Institution  generally.  In  addition 
there  are  two  partly  trained  nurses  and  two  domestic  staff.  The 
average  number  of  inmates  during  1942  was  19,  some  of  whom 
had  been  billeted  in  the  Gellygaer  area. 


GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  ten  water  samples  were  taken,  six  of  which 
were  associated  with  a polluted  supply  at  the  Penyrheol  Barracks. 
After  considerable  investigation  the  trouble  was  located  in  the 
services  of  the  buildings.  .

Cesspits  and  Closet  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  two  cesspits  were  cleaned  at  a cost  of 
£4  5s.  Od.  This  marked  reduction  is  due  to  the  connection  of  the 
Garth  Engineering  Works,  Taffs  Well,  to  the  Council  sewer,  and 
thus  the  sum  of  £250  contributed  by  the  Council  in  1941  is  an 
excellent  investment  when  it  is  realised  that  the  cleaning  of  cess- 
pits cost  the  Council  in  previous  years  an  average  sum  of  £20 
per  annum. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  position  is  substantially  unchanged.

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Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

The  process  of  eradication  remains  as  in  previous  years, 
but  an  additional  problem  has  arisen  through  the  large  number  of 
people  sleeping  away  from  home  in  the  Civil  Defence  Services, 
Fire  Watching,  etc.  One  such  person  from  a verminous  home 
will  very  rapidly  infest  blankets  and  wood  in  a room  with  bugs. 
Although  not  the  responsibility  of  this  Council,  every  effort  is 
being  made  to  disinfect  blankets  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  when 
possible,  and  to  advise  in. the  eradication  of  the  vermin. 

Schools. 

As  in  previous  years. 

Scabies  and  Impetigo. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  a Cleansing  Station  was 
opened  at  1,  Market  Street,  Caerphilly,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Scabies  Order,  1941.  The  amount  of  infectious 
skin  conditions  had  very  much  increased  since  the  war  commenced 
and  the  position  in  your  area  had  become  acute.  Cases  were 
referred  from  the  clinics,  private  medical  practitioners,  schools, 
etc.,  and  during  the  year  over  5,000  treatments  were  given.  Part 
of  the  cost  is  recoverable  from  the  County  Council  for  the  treatment 
of  school  children  and  from  the  evacuation  account  for  the  treat- 
ment of  evacuees.  Other  adjacent  authorities  made  applica.tion 
for  the  treatment  of  their  cases.  The  amount  paid  by  the  County 
Council  is  2/-  per  case,  whilst  adjacent  authorities  pay  3/6  per  case. 
In  my  opinion  the  sum  of  2/-  is  too  low. 

The  work  done  has  been  of  great  benefit  in  reducing  the 
incidence  of  Scabies  and  Impetigo,  whilst  the  immediate  relief 
obtained  even  before  cure  is  effected  have  eliminated  a lot  of 
suffering  by  restoring  sleep  to  the  itching  victims. 


Housing. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  express  the  opinion  tha;  the 
standard  of  housing  of  your  area  has  again  deteriorated.  Repairs 
cannot  be  undertaken  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  gross  over- 
crowding is  taking  place  in  every  ward. 

The  industrial  position  in  the  area  after  the  war  must  be 
considered,  but  even  with  the  most  pessimistic  view  possible,  800 
houses  are  a miniumum  to  retore  the  position  to  anything  approxim- 
ating that  of  1939.

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  was  56  by 
your  Sanitary  Inspectors,  12  by  the  Police  and  2 by  the  County 
Council,  making  a total  of  70. 

Of  these,  3 taken  by  the  Police  were  unsatisfactory,  26  by 
your  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  the 
two  samples  taken  by  the  County  Council  were  unsatisfactory, 
making  a total  of  31,  a considerable  increase  on  previous  years. 

Many  of  the  bad  samples  were  obtained  from  milk  imported 
into  the  area.  Samples  supposed  to  be  pasteurized  were  found 
to  be  grossly  under  pasteurized  and  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
The  samples  submitted  for  heat  treatment,  which  is  a modified 
form  of  pasteurization  were  invariably  unsatisfactory,  and  a 
disturbing  feature  of  the  position  was  the  supply  of  milk  to  the 
schools  was  invariably  bad. 

Delays  in  transport  might  account  for  some  of  the  trouble, 
but  there  is  no  doubt  that  heat  treatment  of  milk^has  badly  broken 
down.
